FOUND AT FIVE POINTS. 


CHRISTMAS STORY OP REAL LITE, BY 


DAVID A. CURTIS.

O THE younger gener- 
ation who know New 
York only as it has 
been for twenty years 
past, growing better 
all the time despite the 
sneers of pessimists, it 


is impossible to realize that only a few 
years farther back there was such a 
place in the center of the city as the Five 
Points. 
Now adays it does not take un- 


usual courage for a moderately athletic 
man to walk alone in broad daylight 
through any public street in the city. 
Then it was not safe to do so, and even 
policemen rarely \entured alone after 
dark into the region known by,the old 
name. Now the horse cars run through 
the center of it. Broad streets have been 
cut through, and old buildings replaced 
with new. 
Factories and stores stand 


where were formerly tumble down rook- 
eries, that had stood since the last cen- 
tury, and that were swarming with the 
most degraded poor and the most desper- 
ate criminals. When the Rev. \V. C. Van 
Meter, with a few friends as earnest and 
determined as himself, first started a 
mission school within the borders of this 
valley of the shadow of crime, he was 
repeatedly warned by the police of the 
dangers ho incurred, and it was some 
time after tho \\ ork was started before 
he dared to take, even under escort, in 
the tniddlf of the day, the ladies who 
were anxious to aid by teaching in the 
school. It seems now like a story of a 
foreign land and another age, but I saw 
in 1854 or 1833 a party of a dozen ladies 
and gentlemen mobbed as they started 
homeward from the school one Sunday 
noon, hustled into the street and assailed 
with volleys of obscene oaths and rotten 
vegetables, and so beset by a horde of 
half drunken men and women that they 
weroglad to escape with whole bones 
and ruined garments. And the police 
seemed powerless to prevent or punish 
such outrages, for this was no unusual 
occurrence. 


The region about what is now Paradise 


square, for the distance of a couple of 
blocks in every direction, was honey- 
combed with blind alleys and secret pas- 
sages, some of them running under- 
ground from one block to another. 
It 


was a city of refuge for criminals, and, 
though they warred and preyed upon 
one another with entire lawlessness, they 
combined as a unit to protect any one 
among them from the processes of the 
law. Aside from the eliminate the pop- 
ulation consisted almost entirely, if not 
quite so, of the poverty stricken, for 
dire poverty and desperate crime then, 
as very often in history, went hand in 
hand. 


The children, who were coaxed one by 


one into the mission schoolroom, were 
a crowd of little savages. Their ignor- 
ance was something amazing.

But the joke came when the teacher, 


wishing to know whether he Lad learned 
anything at all, asked him, "Do you 
know who made you?" 


At the same instant a boy behind him 


stuck a pin into George. Such tricks 
were very common among the little sav- 
ages, but it did not hurt any the less be- 
cause it was not unusual. George jumped 
from his seat and shouted at the top of 
his voice "Goddemitey." 


"Well, that's right," said the teacher, 


who had not noticed the trick.

don't shout so." The story was told 
afterwards, with enlargements, until it 
became a "chestnut" many years ago.

The room 
was clean and plcasr.nt, and as the au- 
tumn days came on there was a stove 
put in and a fire made it warm. Thai 
was a novelty to him—being allowed to 
sit undisturbed in a warm room. The 
story the good teacher obtained from 
him after winning his confidence was 
appalling by its very absence of detail;

has been received from China, coutainmf 
a thorough discussion of the commerce and 
policies of the two countries, which I hope 
may have a wider circulation. 


•ihe letter of Prtsident Allen, of the 


Anglo-Chinese College at Shanghai, pub- 
.ished in the Eveniog Post oi the 16tb 
inst., seems to me to contain a soggestion 
which meets tho present requirement of 
the case very folly and happily, viz, 
limited 
reciprocity as 
to the cummR 


and goiug of citizens of the respective 
countries. 
He proposes that whatever 


rights are accorded to Americans in China 
shall be granted to Chinese in America. 
Inasmuch as we buy moro from China 
tban China does from us, and it has 
alwajs jealously guarded its trade and in- 
stitutions, we certainly could afford to RO 
as far in that direction as China will be 
likely to, and the Empire could make no 
complaint of unfair treatment. 


I am in en ire accord with the suggestion 


of other correspondents that the injuries 
done to Chinese in this country should be 
compensated for and an apology made in 
just the same way that we should tipect 
compensation and an apology for injuries 
done to our citizens in that country. 
From other sources I learn that there are 
several privileges desired by traders and 
missionaries in China, and which we ran- 
uot eipect will be granted as lonz as we 
maintain on our statute books this dis- 
crimination against a powerful nat-on.

POMONA, December 24.—The death of a 


man who was among the boldest mining 
speculators in San Francisco in 1375 and 
1876 took place in a little farm bouse near 
Cueamonga yesterday afternoon. 
It was 


that of Daniel Q. Barton. He made over 
$350,000 in four years in San Francisco, 
and died with only a few hundred dollars. 
In bis days of prosperity he spent one 
se u son at Saratoga, where, in company 
with Cornelias Vanderbilt, he spent over 
$80,000 in three months. He was io En- 
rope two years and returned to Ameiica a 
bankrupt. Barton never had heart enough 
to return to the scenes of bia former pros- 
perity in San Francisco, and after a short 
and uneventful business career in San 
Jose he moved to a small vineyard property 
near Cncamonga. He became so disgusted 
with the world that he never went away 
from home more than a few miles, and 
never extended any money on dre s or 
pleasure during the last seven years of bis 
life. He has relatives in Santa Clara 
county and was a first cousin of banker 
Balaton.

So maeh has recently been printed in lh* 


papers regarding P. G. Newlands and his 
reasons for moving to Nevada, that the 
readers of the JOUBNAL may take interest 
in an explanation made to me by one of his 
friends daring my recent visit to Beno. 


"It is just this way," said Mr.Newland's 


friend. 
"Newlnnds, on many accounts, 


doesn't like S-in Francisco as a place of 
residence, nnd his family find it n ^desira- 
ble to live in New York for climatic rea- 
sons. They find Nevad* a delighif al place 
in which to live, and that ia why they have 
coma here. With headquarters in Carson 
or Reno Newlands can personally super- 
vise the immense interests which he and 
the Sharon estate have in western Nevada. 
At the same time he is near enough to San 
Francisco to aUjod bis business in that 
direction. 
These considerations are of 


themselves sufficient to explain bis desire 
for establishing himself here. If he has 
political aspirations, as some seem to think, 
of course that wonld be another induce- 
ment, but that's something I never beard 
him mention." 


It isn't of'en that a San Francisco paper 


b ' ^ t pleasant word for tbe Sagebrush 
St.ie, and for that reason thn following 
from the Examiner, of to-day, is of more 
than ordinary interest: 


"Nevada is waking np to tbe value of ir- 


rigation. 
Tbe success of tbe irrigation dis- 


tricts of California, in making the waste 
lands Irnitlul, has shown the value of tbe 
system and indicated to some extent the 
means by which it may be carried oat. 


"The mealing at Reno last Saturday 


night showed the strong interest aroused in 
tbe subject in Nevada. It was addressed 
by numbers of the leading men in the State. 
It resulted in the formation of a strong or- 
ganization of 150 represent itive men to 
farther the «ork of bringing water to the 
land. 


"There is no State in which irrigation is 


more needed lhan in Nevada, and there is 
no State in which it would show more im- 
portant results. Tbe df Bert plains of Ne- 
vada are bare for no want of natural fertil- 
ity. 
The soil is rich in the natural ele- 


ments of plant food. It needs only water 
and cultivation to make the land as highly 
productive as any in the world. 


"The task of bringing water to tbe plains 


of Nevada is a Herculean one, from the im- 
mense extent of the land that requires irri- 
gation. Tbe problem is made still more 
difficult of solution by the scarcity of 
BOUIC9S of supply. It is cot probable thai 
enough water can be got to irrigate tbe 
whole of 'the desert or that capital can be 
found for some time in the future to con- 
vey it the long distances necessary it the 
water supply can be found. But a great 
tract can undoubtedly be reclaimed with 
the water near at hand and the money that 
can be railed. 


"If tbe work ia pushed with judgement 


and energy, Nevada will, injanother decade, 
make a showing as an agricultural as well 
as a grazing and mining State. Her lands 
will doubtless prove as great a scurca of 
wealth as her mines, and will give a larger 
and more staple population. It is encour- 
aging to see tbs citizens taking the work in 
hand themselves without waiting] the 
glow movements of the general Govern- 
ment," 


It wonld be a real pleasure tc- have some 


ol Nevada's enthusiastic sport-m°n on such 
a fishing trip as I took rcjently. 
We 


started for the Farallone Inlands al mid- 
night on tbe staunch tag Sea Lion and at 
dtylight arrived at the rock cod banks near 
the is'ands. During the trip everything 
was quiet, but on onr arrival at once the 
scene was changed to bustling activity. 
Sixty lin-s were thrown over and tbe work 
of hauling in fish was began. There was 
no trouble abont getting a bite. All one 
had to do was to let his line down to 
tbe level oi tbe school of fish, and draw up 
his line with a fish on each hook. 


The fish weigh from six to '.en pounds 


e ich, and as each line has about eight hooks 
it fnqaeatly happens that a man pulls np 
from 50 to 75 pounds of fish. H you don't 
think this takes strength and endurance, 
jost try it. 
; 


The hooks are attached to a strong brass 


frame that resembles a chandelier aud are 


wonldnot be willing to exchange place* 
with me. 
' 


Aside from the fishing, it was au excit- 


ing experience. 
It was blowing almost a 


gale, and the waves frequently dashed over 
the little steamer, deluging us and making 
ns hold on for dear life. 
Oar oil skin soils 


protected ns however.and we felt as comfort- 
able and defiant as the stormy petrel riding 
the snowy crest fifty feet away. 


There is something in an angry sea that 


stimulate! one. There is no merit in being 
brave under such circumstanced, one can- 
not help it. It makes a man f tel lika shak- 
ing bis clenched flit at the storm king. A 
fierce joy animates the entire being.- The 
mind is elevated to such a pitch that it is 
ready to attempt any deed of dating that 
the exingencis" of the occasion may re- 
quire. 


I do not yearn for the life of a sailor, 


with its privations, suffering and hardships, 
bat I confess that a shower-bath oi nail 
spray ooce in a while, affords me a delir- 
ium of wild pleasure not to be had in any 
other way. 


To vary the monotony, our party caught 


several sharks and one devil 
fish. 
Tbe 


shark caused great commotion by getting 
the lines tangled, and if it ha-lc't been 
Sunday, I am afraid some of those gentle- 
man would have teen guilty of unparlia- 
mentary remarks. 


The devil fish gave us the moat trouble. 


It took four men with grab-hooks acd poles 
to land him on deck. 


Did you ever read Victor Hugo's descrip- 


tion of tbe terrible octopus? 
Hugo lopre- 


sents that his hero escaped as sjon as he 
slew the monster with his knife. 1 his was 
assuming that the tentacles let go is socn 
as life was extinct in the central body. 
This is far from the truth. Oar devil fish 
was killed instantly, yet the little valves t>r 
suckers worke I automata ally for s.vtral 
hours. I cut off a portion of one of tbe lets 
anJ tailed ity books With tue > ieces. 


After fishing fur an hour, I Itt oue tf 


tbe section* of the fish touch the deck, and 
it immediately took a firm hold on the 
smooth surface, maintaining its position 
with a power of suction that was rencark- 
able. It seemed incapable of releasing 
itself. This, of course, was net the tct of 
a living animal. 
It was merely an invol- 


untary contraction of a sensitive muscular 
organism. 


The pieoe of fish which presented iSis 


phenomenon, was about a quarter of an 
inch in diameter and less than half an 
inch long. 


This experience proved to me that A 


battle with a devil fish nnder water wonld 
be a dangerous thing. 
To kill the central 


body would 
be only to 
increase the 


danger, for then the tentaclts would in- 
voluntarily clasp the napless victim all thu 
closer, for without the live animal exercis- 
ing its -will there could be no such thing a,) 
a relaxation of their relentless clutch. 
It 


wonld be tbe veritable cold embrace of 
death, and the fighter's only chance for 
salvation would be to out off all tbe devil 
fiab'a legs -w.th that trusty knife which 
every true hern of a novel carries in bin 
boot-leg. 


This has been a very dull Chrietmas
